New Delhi, the 27th October 1957 

S.B.O- 3426, —^In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 

Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State of 

Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts groundnut oilcake, falliug 
under item 18 of the Second Schedule to the Iridian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), 
other than solvent extracted groundnut meal containing one per cent or more but 
less than 1’5 per cent oil, when exported from India or the State of Pondicherry, 
from the whole of the customs duty leviable thereon under the last mentioned Act.

In the Table annexed to the said notification, in the entries in column 4 
agamst each of the serial numbers 6 and 7, for the words and figures, 
“So much of the duty as is in excess Of Rs. 200/- per ton Of 2,240 lbs", 
the words “The whole” shall be substituted.
